SCOTTDALE, Jan. 19.—Miss Phoebe 


Bverhart, daughter of W. H.'Hverhart,, 
put the torch to the Scottdale furnace 
at 1:30 yesterday afternoon, and atart- 
od -up the big new plant, in the pres- 
ence of 200 workmen and a number of 
guests, several women being witnesses 
of the ceremonies of ligh'.lng the new 
furnace.
